London Press Makes Com-
ment on Wastage of Men
In Flanders Battle,

Londdon, April 27.---Commenting on
the Flanders battle in ssrions tone
the morning newspapers contend that
the mituation Imiposes on Great Britain
the necessity of putting forth the ut-
most effort, especially of furnishing
more men to supply the wastage In
the ceaseless fighting.

“We are fdced with a crisis more
perilous and momenious than any
that has arisen, even in this appal-
ling war," writes the military corre-
epondent of the Daily Telegraph.

The News, in an editorial, says the
situation has changed seriously for
the worse ns a result of the fizhting
of the last two days, and that the
German drive toward the channel is
n matter of serious concern. Never-
theless, it regards the situation as in
nowise vet stabilized and says that if
the Germans mean to break through
they must do it quickly before Amer-
ican reinforcements finally turm the
tida.

The effect of the capture of Mont
Kemme! on the situation at Ypres is
canvassed anxiousiy by soms papens
The Chronicle thinks Ypres could be
held despite the loss of Mont Kemmel,
but the tenure would be costly and
precarious. It hopes it will be found
poreible to dislodge the enemy as at
Villers Bretonneux. Otherwise, It
Rays, a further withdrawal of the
Yypres line may be desirable. The
Chronicle contends, however, thiat the
present value of Ypres is only sec
ondary.

Mrs, Ulrich Braun, who came hers
to claim the body of the dead man,
permitted Schmidt's daughter to take
charge of *he funeral arrangements
when told that such action would not
jeopardize her widow's rights to
Schmidt’s estate or the $3,500 which
she contends he stole from her before
and after their marriage. Among
Schmidt's effects was found a life
insurance policy for $6,000.

GERMAN PAPER
PRAISES LATEST.
LONG RANGE GUN

New York, Aril 2T—The German
people are informed that the long
rangs guns now bombarding Paris
mark “the greatest progress in the
development of firearms since the in-
vention of powder,” in a eulogistic ar-
ticle sent out by the semi-official
Wolff bureau and published in the
Germans newspapers under a Berlin
date on March 28. The Wolff dis-
patch says:

“In wvaln our enemies are racking
their brains to solve the secret of our
giant cannon with which we are
bombarding Paris. They believe they
have found the solution in an Aus-
trian long barrel cannon.”

The Cologne Gazette of March 31,

“The 42 centimetre mortars in
August, 1914, smashed Tforiresses

which up until then had been regard-
ed as impregnable. At ‘that moment
there began & new period of the con-
struction of foriresses.
